$•  When  first  seen,  the  object  appeared  as  a streak  of  olue  flame 
approsdmately  lOu  feet  in  length  with  the  color  of  the  flame  changing 
to  white  at  the  end*  I was  unable  to  determine  the  object  preceding  the 
flame  since  a combination  of  the  moonlight  and  the  light  from  the  flame 
Itself  blurred  background  targets.  The  speed  at  which  the  object  vas 
Hying  vas  eatiinated  to  be  about  $0U  miles  per  hour,  and  while  the  mass

ostlnate  that  this  ^parrat  exhaust  was  traveling  la  excess  of  500 
miles  per  hour*  The  total  time  that  T obserred  this  light  was  in 
the  neighborhood  of  5 seeooda*  When  the  light  disappeared  nothing 
else  could  be  seen,  !•#•,  there  were  no  running  lights  or  no  cutlins 
of  any  object  visible* 

1 would  estiaata  the  trajaotozy  was  either  parallel  to  the 
ground  or  slightly  dosnward*  I have  never  before  encountered  any- 
thing of  this  nature  and  it  was  qy  impression  that  it  looksd  like 
the  exhaust  from  a rodeet*
